Friend    in  the  Country,  ^c. 
SIR, 

AS  your  laft  Letter  fliews  you  more  defirous 
of  knowing  the  Calamities  and  Behaviour 
of  this  Wicked  Town  upon  the  late  Earth- 
quake, I  (hall  furnifli  you  with  as  many  Particu- 
lars as  I  can. 

All  Sorts  of  People  are  ftill  very  hard  at  work 
in  digging  away  the  Rubbifli,  and  faving  the  Lives 
of  their  fellow  Creatures,  tho'  we  are  fure  there 
are  many  who,  tho'  not  as  yet  quite  dug  out,  are 
in  no  Danger  of  dying,  for  the  Workmen  have 
got  near  enough  to  over-hear  fome  of  their  Con- 
verfation. 

By  the  Load  of  Ruins  that  incumbred  it,  it 
was  foon  difcovered  whereabouts  Whiter  Choco- 
late Houfe  was  fwallowed  up,  it  was  got  very  low, 
but  as  a  great  Number  of  Perfons  of  the  firft  Rank 
were  known  to  be  in  it  that  Night,  their  Tradefmen 
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have  been  very  afllduous  in  coming  at  them,  and 
after  having  gone  through  much  Dirt,  are  near 
enouiih  to  hear  their  Talk  :  It  feems  the  Betts  run 
very  high,  as  to  vvhofe  Creditors  will  lay  hold  of 
him  firft. 

Mr.  T* —  offered  an  even  Wager  that  they  were 
all  going  to  H — 11,  but  no  one  would  take  it  up, 
fince  which,  by  giving  great  Odds,  he  has  indu- 
ced feveral  unwary  Perfons  to  bett  with  him :  as 
the  Workmen  are  now  heard  over  their  Heads, 
he  wants  to  hedge  off" ;  but  they  being  refolved  to 
take  in  the  knowing  one,  he  will  be  obliged  to 
ftand  to  his  Betts,  fo  that  it  is  apprehended,  un- 
lefs  he  goes  to  H-— 11,  he  muft  be  ruin'd. 

The  Town  received  fome  Comfort  upon  hear- 
ing that  the  Inns  of  Court  were  all  funk,  and  fe- 
veral Orders  were  given  that  no  one  Ihould  afTift  in 
bringing  any  one  Lawyer  above  Ground  ;  but  to 
the  great  Concern  of  all  Well-wifliers  to  their 
Country  they  begin  to  fwarm  as  ufual,  and  upon 
Inquiry  it  feems  they  have  found  Holes  to  creep 
out  at. 

People  make  their  way  with  great  Eafe  evtry 
Day  out  of  the  Cocoa  Tree,  it  being  a  Rule  there 
never  to  ftay  for  their  Friends :  The  Reafon  I  am 
told  is,  the  Earth  is  not  quite  clofed  again  at  that 
Place,  but  there  is  ftill  a  kind  of  Chafm  near  four 
Hoot  and  an  half  wide,  through  which  feveral 
Perfons  daily  climb  up  into  the  World  again  with- 
out Help  or  Difficulty.  Laft  Night  Advice  came 
by  one  of  the  Afcendants  that  he  faw  poor   Sir 

J H C wedged  in   between  the  two 
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Sides  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  it  intirely  hindred 
them  from  joining,  though  he  himfelf  could  not 
ftir  or  had  the  leaft  Hopes  of  rifing ;  he  is  at  pre- 
fent  alive,  though  fomewhat  wafted  for  want  of 
Suftenance,  but  refolutely  declares  he  is  willing  to 
ftand  in  any  Gap  to  fave  his  Friends. 

The  High  B— ff  and  feveral  of  the  D.  of  B—d's 
Friends  are  clearing  away  much  Dirt  to  come  at 

Lord  T m  in   order   to  return   him.      This  is 

complained  of  by  Sir  G /^ /'s  Committee, 

and  they  immediately  difpatched  a   Meffenger  to 

C r  C / ;  to  argue  againft  this  Partiality 

but  the  C r  was  gone  into  the  City  to   make 

Inquiry  after  Mr.    /-^ i,  left,  as  he  faid,   that 

Sc /  fhould  have  taken  Advantage  of  the  Earth- 
quake to  avoid  the   intended  Duel,  but  folemnly 

avers  if  the  R 1  is  above  Ground  he  will  cut 

his  Throat. 


Yefterday  the  S of  the — —  of- 


was 


dug  out  with  the  M in  his  Hands.      It  feems 

though  he  did  not  abfolutely  believe  the  Life- 
tjuard-Man,    yet  upon  confulting   with  fome  of 

the  O d  M s  he  came  to  a  Refolution  of 

being  prepared  for  the  Shock,  and  of  receiving 
it  with  that  Dignity  which  became  his  Office ; 
he  therefore  went  out  of  his  Houfe  attended  by 

his   proper    Officers  (except  his   C n,    who 

had  made  thebeft  of  his  way  into  the  Country) 
and  went  down  with  great  Solemnity  ;   but  the 

Earth  cloftng  too  foon,    lopp'd  off  his  T n 

and  T — n-bearer,  which  put  the  Cavalcade  into 
fome  Confufion;    foon  after   the   Earth  clofed, 

that  upright  Man  Mr. the    M e-bearer 

dyed 
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dyed   of  the   Fright,   but  the  fecured  the 

M for  the  Honour  of  the  H ,  and  brought 

it  up  before  himfelf. 

Poor  L.  C my   'tis  much  feared,    is  quite 

loft;  juft  before  his  Exit  he  wiftied  with  great 
Vehemence  he  had  accepted  L.  H ^'s  Chal- 
lenge, and  defired  nothing  more  than  to  meet 
him  under  Ground. 

Sir  M s  S n  was  ill  in  Bed,  and  indeed 

efcap'd  being  fwallowed  up,  but  was  very  much 
hurt  by  the  Accident;  for  though  he  had  the 
Affiftance  of  all  his  Torkjhire  Friends  to  keep  him 
on  his  right  Side,  which  was  prefcribed  him  for 
the  Benefit  of  his  Conftitution,  and  which  he  fo- 
lemnly  promifed  to  do,  he  was  in  an  inftant  (hook 
over  to  the  other  ;  his  Friends  however  indft  upon 
it  he  was  hj  Jicir  Afliftancc  ftrong  enough  to  ftand 

the  Earthquake  itfelf,  but  that  my  L y,  for  Pur- 

pofes  beft  known  to  herfelf,  had  a  hand  in  turning 
him. 

The  two  Mr  D Is  went  down  in  their  Wed- 
ding Suits,  left  they  ftiould  never  have  an  Oppor- 
tunity of  wearing  them  again  :  they  were  more 
than  once  in  very  great  Danger,  but  were  extri- 
cated by  their  Friend  Mr.  F — ,  and  are  again  about 

Town,  Cloaths  and  all.  L y  N—u  has  not  been 

feen  in  a  publick  Place  fince ;  whether  fhe  went 
under  Ground  with  herHufband,  and  is  unluckily 
left  behind,  or  not,  nobody  knows,  but  at  leaft 
'tis  hoped  not,  on  account  of  her  Jointure;  fome 
fhrewd  People  pretend  to  fufped  they  know  by 
whom  fhe  is  taken  off.

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^*  -^ ^   was   one   of  the  unfortunate  Per- 

fons  fwallowcd   up   at  White\ ;  juft  before  the 
Calamity  he  fent  home  for  the  Key  of  a  certain 
Room,  with  a  Meffage,  that  in  cafe  he  never  came 
back  again  the  Porter,  at   the  Peril  of  his  Place 
fliould  take  care  of  his  Pr ^r.  ' 

Several  Bodies  are  fearched  for  and  hourly 
taken  out  of  the  Rubbifh,  though  known  to  be 
Dead ;  this  is  carried  on  at  the  Expence  of  the 
Undertakers  Company,  in  order  to  encourage  a 
Decency  of  Funerals,  and  to  hinder  People  being 
buried  in  Linen  contrary  to  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment. 

A  very  odd  Difpute    happened  Yeflerday ;  it 
was  difcovered  where  a  certain  great   Man  funk 
down  (wJiofe  Eftate  K.a   been  fettled    upon    Kim- 
lelf  for  his  Life,  and  the  Reverfion  upon  his  Son) 
L.  M— ,  from  a  Compaffion  natural  to  his  L— d- 
— p,  and   likewifc   becaufe  he    had    bought  his 
whole  Eftate  for  Life,  had  employed  feveral  fkil- 
ful  Men  to  clear  away  the  Dirt,  and  endeavour 
to  fave  him.     This    was  ftrongly  oppofed  by  an 
old  Ufurer  of  the  City,  who  had  bought  the  Re- 
verfion of  the    fame  Eflate   from  the  Son,  and 
which  would  commence  upon  the  Father's  Death: 
many  Blows  enfued,  and  much  Blood   was  flied- 
at  length  the  noble  L— d  left  the  Field,  and  the 
Body  was   no  longer  fought  after.    It  feems  his 
L"~7P'    during  the  Conflidl,  had    fent  to   take 
Opinion   of  Counfel,    who  were  pleafed  to  con- 
ceive,   that  the   Title   of  his  L p's  Anta- 

gonift  could  not  commence  till  it  was  adually 
proved  the  Tenant  for  Life  was  dead,   which   if 

C  Matters 
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Matters  \s'erc  managed  right  might  be  difficult  to 
do;  that  being  dead,    and   being  under  Ground 
were  diftind:  things,    and    it   was  advifeable  for 

his  L — p    to  ftay  till  the  Body  was  adually 

rotten,  for  then  no  body  would  fwear  to  the  Iden- 
tity of  the  Perfon,  and  fo,  for  what  appeared  to 
the  Court,  the  Man  might  be  ftill  alive. 

You  will  be  aftonifhed  perhaps  when  I  tell  you 
feveral  Perfons,  who  might  be  brought  into  the 
World  again,  are  fo  infatuated  as  ftill  to  continue 
under  Ground:    They  have    found    the   Famous 

Dr.  L tho'  he  was  gone  moft  furprizingly  deep, 

has  made  really  a  moft  amazing  Colledion  of 
Minerals  and  other  Curioftties  from  the  Earth 
which  furrounded  him,  which  by  their  Feel  he 
pronounces  to  be  very  ufeful  to  Mankind :  he  begs 
his  Friends,  inftead  of  takingr  him  up^  will  furnifti 
him  with  a  Crucible  and  other  Materials  for  Ex- 
periments, and  has  fent  up  a  Meffage  to  the  Royal 
Society  that  he  doubts  not  but  to  produce  them 
an  infallible  Remedy  which  fliall  prevent  Earth- 
quakes for  the  future. 

Several  old  Rakes  and  batter'd  Beaus  refufe  to 
come  to  Light  again,  but  ftay  below  to  look  for 
their  Eftates,  which,  it  feems,  were  fwallowed 
up  long  ago. 

Several  Members  having  been  frequently  told  that 
the  third  Earthquake  might  be  a  Diflblution,  have 

mifunderftood  it  to  be  a  Diflblution  of  P 1, 

and  therefore  wifely  keep  out  of  fight  till  they  are 
aflured  their  Privilege  continues. 

At 
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At  the  Bedford  Head  a  whole  Club  was 
fwallowed  up  together,  z^ad  in  high  Spirits ;  but 
as  the  Communication  to  xhe  Cellar  was  left 
open,  they  refufe  the  AfTiftancc  of  their  Friends 
till  the  Toaft  has  gone  quite  round; 

Several  Whift  Parties  were  dug  out  before  the 
Rubbers  were  finifhed,  and  many  Difputes  have 
arofe  upon  the  Occafion  ;  at  one  Table  the  Dea- 
ler, on  account  of  the  fudden  Motion  of  the 
Earthquake,  turned  up  a  Card  in  dealing,  which 
L y  A jF—  having  a  bad  Hand  took  Ad- 
vantage of,  and  as  fhe  went  down  inlifted  upon 
its,  being  a  loft  Deal. 

You  muft  undoubtedly  have  heard,  that  upon 
this  melancholy  Occafioa  the  Earth  opened  in 
different  Places,  and  feveral  were  loft  by  taking 
too  much  Fains  to  fave  theraieivcb.  There  was  a 
very  wide  Breach  in  the  Ground  between  St — 

J s  and  L.  H.  As  the  Breach  widened,  fome 

were  fo  infatuated  as  to  think  one  Side  fafer  than 
t'other,  and  very  raflily  attempted  to  jump  over. 
L.  E 1  went  over  fafe.  L,  R /  S—'fty  be- 
ing well  mounted  upon  a  Horfe  given  him   by  his 

M y,  took  the  Leap  with  furprizing  Agility. 

S.  Ch —  H—  made  nothing  of  it.  Mr.  D — ;;  being 
afleep  was  carried  over  by  his  Friends,  but  when 
he  waked  he  was  far  from  being  fatisfied;  for 
though  he  has  in  his  time  walked  backward  and 
forward  very  often,  he  was  puzzled  which  Side 
to  continue  of  'Tis  imagined  he  may  walk  in 
his  Sleep  and  attempt  a  Return,  and  therefore 
Orders  are  given  to  have  him  watched  narrowly, 
and  the  Care  of  him  given  to  one  of  the  Maids 
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of  Honour.  Poor  L.  B /f  did  not  know  which 

way  to  go,  or  what  to  do,  and  therefore,  as  he 
has  not  been  heard  of  this  long  time,  'tis  feared, 
very  much  feared,  he  is  loft.  Several  waited  too  long 
on  one  Side  to  get  cleverly  to  the  other,  and  there- 
fore went  down  never  to  rife  again.     Mr.  L — n 

and  Mr.  P /  faw  this  Event    long    ago,    and 

knowing  how  crowded  one  Side  would  be,  were 
lefolved  to  fecure  to  themfelves  Places  on  the 
other,  which  they,  being  both  remarkably  thin, 
happily  accomplifhed,  but  not  without  a  good 
deal  of  joftling. 

You  will  wonder  perhaps,  when  I  tell  you  I 
am  going  to  fpeak  at  one  and  the  fame  time  of 

thofe    Old  Friends  L.   L ^,    L.    G r, 

W- II  L n  and  Sir  fF rB /; 

don't  be  furprized,  'tis  only  to  acquaint  you  they 
were  all  dug  out  by  the  Widows  and  Fatherlefs. 

Br /*  F^^'—cc — s  was  dug  out  by  Order  of 

the  Antiquarians ;  what  he  difcovered  when  he 
was  below  no  body  knows  as  yet,  but  certain  it 
is  he  has  found  out  fomething  remarkable,  and 
is  gone  down  again  of  his  own  accord  to  take  a 
further  account  of  it.  Had  he  been  dead  they 
had  given  Orders  for  his  being  ftufft  and  hung 
up. 

Br ht n  the  Bruifer  was  dug  out  by 

Buckhorfey  and  the  Irifli  Boy,  at  the  Requeft  of 
feveral  Perfons  of  Quality,  who   had  laid  great 

Odds  on  his  Head  againft  S k  for  the  enfuing 

Wednefday  ;  he  too  wifhes  now  he  could  fee  his 
Way  back  again,  having  rather  be  there  than 
here  ;  but  to  his  Great  Misfortune  Matter  Sl—k 
has  darken 'd  his  Daylights. 

Mr.  Sh — —ffj,  prudently  kept  outof  the  way, 

and 
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and  got  into,  the  Country,  not  from  any  fear  of 
Death,  but  becaufe  he  had  two  Engagements 
upon  his  Hands  of  great  Importance,  and  where 
his  Prefence  might  be  requifite  ;  the  one  was  to 
attend  the  next  Jubilee  Ball,  in  favour  of  the 
Black  Ad,  the  other  was  to  be  prefent  at  the 
Execution  of  one  of  his  own  Officers,  'John  Tljrift^ 
alias  Ketch  Efq;  who  'tis  imagined  will  finifli  his 
well  fpent  Life  in  a  few  Days  at  T- ;f. 

Men  of  all  Ranks  made  the  beft  of  their  way 

to    H n    G ;^,    and  infpired    with   the 

Notions  of  Virtue  and  Peauty,  worked  inceflantly 

to  come  at  that  Angel  Mifs C 7z.  Two 

or  three  pretty  Men,  more  afliduous  than  the 
reft,    feemed  to  exprefs  a  Satisfadion  in  finding 

that  little  Mr.  B r  was  not  there  to  give  his 

Affiftance,  and  made  very  proper  Refledions 
upon  the  Occafion  :  They  foon  came  at  her  Father 
and  Mother,  from  whence  it  was  well  known 
the  Young  Lady  could  not  be  far  off" ;  flie  indeed 
was  clofe  behind,  and  by  her  Father's  Order  had 

juft  given  her  Hand  to  the  aforefaid  Mr.  B 

who  was  of  the  Party  when  they  went  down,  hav- 
ing fpent  the  Evening  with  them  the  Night  before. 

We  Good  People  of  hoitdon  make  Advantages 
of  every  thing,  and  you  little  guefs  what  great 
and  glorious  Ufes  are  made  of  this  direful  Ac- 
cident. If  a  Lady  has  been  forced  to  facrihce  a 
Diamond  Earing  to  the  bad  Run  of  a  Brag- 
table,  .  her  Plufband  was  informed  'twas  fhook 
out  of  her  Ear  by  the  Earthquake,  and  lofl:  in 
the  Rubbifh.  A  Gentleman  gets  a  Refpite  from 
his  Creditor  by  faying  his  Cafli  is  funk  by  the 
Earthquake.  If  a  Nobleman  can't  afford  the  Ex- 
pences  of  London^    the  Family  are  packed  out  of 

D  Town 
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Town  on  Account  of  my  Lady's  Apprehenfion^ 
from  the  Earthquake.  Mr.  G — d — n  in  the  City 
threatens  his  Brethren  with  another  Earthquake, 
and  calls  it  a  proper  Vifitation  for  not  fubfcribing  in 
their  io\iv  per  Cents  faft  enough.  And  the  C — m — s 
of  TVeJi r  B e  have  ordered  this  Cala- 
mity to  be  entred  in  their  Books,  as  a  glorious 
Excufe  for  the  next  finking  Pier.  Numbers 
of  People  do  now  get  their  daily  Bread  by  Earth- 
quakes ;  The  Clergy  preach  upon  them,  Authors 
fcribbleupon  them,  Bookfellers  live  upon,  them  Mr. 
^ — g  the  Conjurer  fhews  them  every  Morning 

upon  a  Table,  and  we  hear  Mr.  R cb  will  foon 

introduce  them   at   his  Play-houfe  by  way  of  a 

Pantomime.     The  M x  J s,  who  have  been 

afleep  thefe  many  Years,  are  now  happily  roufcd 
from  their  Lethargy,  and  from  a  State  of  Blind- 
nefs  are  become  fo  clear-fighted  as  to  fee    more 

than    any  Body  elfe  ;       they  4ifcover    all  Sorts    of 

Wickednefs  and  Debauchery  in  a  Mafquerade, 
which  has  hitherto  palled  quite  unobferved  by 
them,  and  to  (hew  their  good  Intentions  have 
laid  out  fome  Shillings  in  advertijfing  their  Advice 
to  the  Youth  of  both  Sexes  not  to  frequent  them:
